Governor Nash 
launched into an able defense of his 
bill, 
lie said that the additional ex­ 
pense it would place upon municipali­ 
ties would he infinitesimal. 
He ad m it-1 
ted there were m any officers, but e x -j 
plained there was a provision in his 
bill which specified th a t they should 
he paid services equivalent to the aer-, 
vice rendered. 
In a short 
tim e 
he 
had won the Salem gentlem an over to 
his way of thinking. 
Governor Nash 
im pressed the party with his splendid 
knowledge of constitutional law. They 
asked him it the village line would be 
changed from a.OOO. and he replied in 
the negative. 
He stated frankly that. 
ho believed it would be bettor 
if 
it 


to them thoroughly, however, and they 
also concurred with the notion of the 
other delegation that the code was all 
right. 
Both delegations m et Senator 
Connell, who reiterated th e assertion 
of the governor that the dividing line 
between rifles and villages will be left 
at r>,ooo. 
Solicitor Metzger roughly estim ated 
th a t tile governor’s code 
would 
in­ 
crease the operating expenses of m u­ 
nicipal governm ent In 
Salem 
about 
$2,000 per annum. 
R eferring to the 
salaries for councilmen, he said that 
it in his opinion $150 per annum would 
be about right. 
The salary of the po­ 
lice fudge should be in the neighbor­ 
hood of $6000. 
The mayor should re­ 
ceive more. 
M ayor Fogo paid that the Nash c ode 
would add about $4,000 to W ellsvlile’s 
expenses annually, but he thought It 
would be worth it to be perm itted to 
rem ain in the city 
class.
